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A HESSIAN PEDIGREE: CROLLIUS OF MARBURG 


ANCESTRAL LINE oF MANy AMERICAN FAMILIES

In THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST, vol. XV, Jan. 1939, pp. 172- 
178, the writer published an article entitled ‘‘The German Back- 
ground of the Rubincam-Revercomb Family of Pennsylvania 
and Virginia,’’ which traced the pre-American ancestry of that 
family to about the year 1600; the genealogy was based upon 
documentary evidence secured by competent investigators in 
Germany before the outbreak of the present war. An examina- 
tion of the church registers of Wanfried, present Prussian 
province of Hesse-Nassau, showed that Johann Philipp Riiben- 
eamm (1670-1726), father of the American immigrants of 1726, 
was the eldest son of Andreas Riibecamm (1642-98), of Eschwege, 
by his wife, Catharina Juliana Gleim. In footnote 9 of the 
article the writer, reasoning entirely from circumstantial evi- 
dence, suggested that Catharina Juliana was daughter of Bal- 
thasar Gleim by his wife, Anna Margaretha Crollius, and sister 
of the chancery councillor Philip Gleim and of Pastor Johannes 
Gleim of Wanfried. 

Subsequent researches undertaken among the parish registers 
by our chief Hessian genealogist, Herr Kurt Holzapfel, of 
Eschwege, confirmed the writer’s deductions in every detail. 
The parentage of Frau Riibecamm was thus correctly identified,

addition is to be made to the list of children of Pastor Friedrich and Anna Gertrud 
Riibecamm on p. 174, namely: Johann Peter, who died Feb. 16, 1676, at Eschwege or 
Wanfried. The writer somehow had overlooked him in the family chart constructed by 
Holzapfel from the parish registers. 
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and a short sketch, ‘‘ Notes on the Croll and Gleim Families,’’ was 
published in Genealogy & History for Sept. 15, 1940. Just before 
the entrance of the United States into the war, Herr Holzapfel 
furnished the author with a pedigree of the Crollius family back 
to 1447, taken from a publication, Nachrichten der Gesellschaft 
fiir Familienkwnde in Kurhessen und Waldeck, Jahrgang 13, heft 
2, Aug. 1938. After personal searches for this work had been 
conducted by the author in Washington, Philadelphia, New York, 
and Chicago, and at Harvard University by Professor John I. 
Coddington, of Olivet College, Michigan,” a copy of this period- 
ical was located among the valuable collections in the Genealog- 
ical Society of Utah at Salt Lake City. A photostatie copy of 
the Crollius article was secured through the kindness of the 
officials at that Society. It was entitled, ‘‘Die Familie Crollius: 
Ein hessisches Theologengeschlecht,’’ by the late Dr. Carl 
Knetsch, Director of the State Archives at Marburg, Hesse- 
Nassau, who, until his death earlier in that year (1938) had con- 
tributed Riibencamm extracts from the parish registers im his 
eustody. The present monograph is based upon Dr. Knetsch’s 
careful study (pp. 49-61 of the Nachrichten for Aug. 1938) and 
other works to be cited in the notes. 

The surname Kroll, Croll, or in its Latin form, so popular 
among scholarly families in the 16th and 17th centuries, Crollius, 
is a common one in the former Hessian principalities. ‘‘There 
are known to me a whole series of families of the name’’ (Es sind 
mir eine ganze Rethe Familien des Namens bekannt), commented 
Dr. Knetsch, but the two most important families so designated 
originated at Marburg and Wetter, both closely situated in Hesse- 
Nassau. The Wetter branch produced a number of distinguished 
members, including Dr. Oswald Croll (1560-1609), house-physi- 
cian to Emperor Rudolf Il and Prince Christian of Anhalt ;* 
and Johann Philipp Crollius (d. 1677), Biirgermeister of Wetter 
(1639, 1649), imperial notary public there (1642, 1649, 1677), 
and town clerk (Stadtschreiber) of Marburg. The existing 
family of Croll of Wetter descends from Dr. Oswald Croll’s 
brother, the Unterbiirgermeister Elias (d. 1611 or 1612), and was 
represented as late as October 1925, when the Biirgermeister 
Johannes Croll died at Todenhausen near Wetter. 

The precise connection of the Crolls of Wetter with the Crol- 
lius family of Marburg apparently has not been determined, but

extended biographical article. He was one of the founders of modern pharmacy. 
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the proximity of the two towns strongly suggests that they had 
the same medieval origin. Dr. Knetsch reconstructed the Crol- 
lius pedigree from original documents preserved in the Marburg 
State Archives and from numerous church registers. His record 
included 134 members of the family, from the middle of the 15th 
century to the end of the 18th century.* We reproduce here, 
with biographical additions, that part which has the closest 
bearing on the genealogy of the Riibencamm family of Hesse and 
its American representatives, Rubincam-Revercomb of Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia. 

I. Contz [Conrap] [Kru], a citizen of Marburg, 
lived in the suburb called Weidenhausen as early as 1447; he 
died in 1455/56. His widow was living in 1456. Jsswe: Henne 
(see below): and Claus, living at Bilchenstein, Marburg, 1455, 
and at Weidenhausen from 1456 to 1471. 

II. Henne [Herrico] Kroit, son of Contz, was a citizen 
and woolenweaver (Biirger und Wollenweber) at Marburg from 
1455. He lived until 1471 at Weidenhausen and from 1472 at 
Bilchenstein (present Pilgrimstein Street). He was living as 
late as 1499. His widow, Cathrein (Krein, Crinchen), resided 
at Bilchenstein in 1503 and 1523, and from 1524 until at least 
1530 at Griin, Marburg. 

III. Micwent citizen and woolenweaver, 
son of Henne, resided at Bilchenstein in 1510 and 1514. His 
widow lived there from 1516 to 1525. 

IV. Esertr [Esernarp] citizen and woolenweaver at 
Marburg-Weidenhausen from 1537, was a son of Michel. He 
died in 1585.5 Issue: 

i. Hans; citizen and woolenweaver at Marburg-Weidenhausen, 1586- 
1619; m. Elisabeth , and had a daughter, Anna, baptized 
May 4, 1606. 

ii. Matthaeus; see below. 

iii. A daughter; m. before 1586, Henrich Morntzhausen (Morntz- 
heuser), of Marburg. 

iv. A daughter; m. before 1586, Peter Thonies, of Marburg. 

v. Elisabeth; m. 1584, Velten [Valentin] Grebe, of Marburg- 
Weidenhausen, who d. before 1625. 


V. Marruarus [Meses, Mésus, or Depes, DeBus] KRo 1, 
citizen and woolenweaver of Marburg-Weidenhausen from 1586, 


4It is interesting to note that Dr. Knetsch apparently was descended from the Crollius 
family of Marburg. On p. 50 of his article, after discussing briefly the Crolls of Wetter, 
he stated: ‘‘Mehr interessiert mich, da ich blutmdssig zu dieser Familie gehdre, die aus 
Marburg stammende Wollenweberfamilie des Namens, von der 15./16.

i. Conrad [Curt]; bur. at Meckbach, April 19, 1626; m. (banns 
published Oct. 11, 1607), Elisabeth, daughter of Erhart Tille- 
mann, of Fritzlar. 

ii. Jacob; matriculated at the Marburg Paedagogium, 1601; became 
a citizen, Nov. 9, 1609; shopkeeper, 1611; landlord of the inn, 
‘¢ Adler,’’ at Marburg; d. 1623; m. (banns published, Oct. 8, 
1609), Margaretha, daughter of Magister Henrich Ruppersberg, 
pastor of Wirberg; as the widow of Jacob Kroll, she m. Oct. 20, 
1628, Simon Wolff, of Geynsheim, county of Isenburg, where 
she d. in 1640. (7 children) 

iii. Christine; m. at Marburg, June 29, 1618, Conrad Braun, of 
Hersfeld. 
iv. Johannes; see below. 

v. Elisabeth; m. at Marburg, April 18, 1616, Adam Kumpff 
[Kompff], son of the late Hans Kumpff of Barfelden, county of 
Erbach. 

vi. A child; d. of the plague, Oct. 8, 1611. 


VI. JOHANNES Cro.Lutus, son of Matthaeus and Elisabeth 
Kroll, was born at Marburg in September 1599. He was con- 
firmed there on April 16, 1615. In 1610 he was matriculated at 
the Marburg Paedagogium, studied under Professor Johannes 
Combach in 1616, and received his degree of Magister (Master) 
in 1617. In 1619 he entered the service of the school at Langen- 
schwalbach, called also Schwalbach, in the county of Katzeneln- 
bogen (Cat’s Elbows), belonging to the landgraviate of Hesse- 
Cassel. In 1621 he became schoolmaster at Nordenstadt, and 
from 1629 to 1634 he was Rector, Diaconus, and Vicarius 
adjunctus (assistant vicar) at Eschwege-Neustadt (Neustadt = 
new part of the town of Eschwege, on the Werra river). From 
November 17, 1634, to 1653, he was Decanus (dean) and Court 
Preacher (Hofprediger) at Rotenburg, at the court of His 
Serene Highness, Landgrave Hermann of Hesse-Rotenburg, who 
died in 1658. In April/May 1638 he applied for the post of 
pastor at Cassel-Neustadt. In June 1653 he became Metropol- 
itan (Bishop, now called Inspector or Superintendent in the 
German Evangelical Church) at Hersfeld, a town beautifully 
situated on the Fulda river at its confluence with the Geis and 
Haun streams and the seat of the principality of Hersfeld under 
the rule of the House of Hesse. He was also rector of the Gym- 
nasium there. In the summer of 1658 he fell ill, and apparently 
remained in this condition for the last five years of his life. 
Because he had no prospects of recovery he resigned the rector- 
ship of the Gymnasium in the summer of 1662... He died at

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Hersfeld, October 19, 1662, and was buried in coemiterio inferiore 
(vulgo Frauenberg), 1.e. the lower cemetery commonly called 
Frauenberg. 

In 1619, the banns of marriage having been published on June 
13, 20, 27 of that year, Johannes Crollius espoused Catharina, 
daughter of Benedictus Geiter, of Breithard, in the Taunus 
Mountains, in the neighboring county of Nassau-Weilburg, 4 
kilometers from Langenschwalbach, where he was then stationed 
in the service of the school. She was buried at Wanfried, on the 
Werra river, in the landgraviate of Hesse-Rheinfels, January 28, 
1681, aged 84 years. She was thus 2 years older than her 
husband. IJssue: 


i. Philipp Thomas; b. at St. Goar;* matriculated at the University 
of Cassel,® 1640, University of Bremen, 1643, and University of 
Konigsberg, duchy of Prussia, 1645; advocate (attorney) at the 
Rotenburg Chancery, 1651. Wife’s name unknown, but he had 
a son, Johann Georg, a graduate of the university of Bremen 
and the Herbron high school, county of Nassau-Dillenburg,*® 
who became rector of the Wanfried School,** where he died in 
1707. 

ii. Anna Margaretha; see below. 

iii. Wilhelm Jost (Justus); became a citizen of Hersfeld, Nov. 14, 
1654; member of the Town Council, 1666; Biirgermeister 
(Mayor) of Hersfeld, 1672, 1673, 1680, 1681, 1684; bur. March 
4, 1684; m. Nov. 22, 1653, Elisabeth, daughter of Christoph 
Schmidt, of Hersfeld, and widow of Konrad Lederhose, of 
Zierenberg, Metropolitan of Hersfeld. (3 children) 

iv. Johannes; b. Eschwege, 1631; matriculated at the University of 
Cassel, 1648, and at the recently reopened University of Mar- 
burg, June 28, 1653; pastor of Schwebda, 1657-Aug. 1661; 
deacon at Rotenburg, 1661-69; court preacher at Rotenburg, 
1669-73; Metropolitan of Sontra, June 24, 1673-96; bur. at 
Sontra, Jan. 2, 1696, aged 64 years, 7 months (his gravestone 
may be seen in Sontra Church); m. Nov. 22, 1659, Agneta, 
daughter of Johannes Lehn, Biirgermeister of Hersfeld, by his 
wife, Anna Walpurg Molitor.**

At the close of the war Marburg was restored to Hesse-Cassel, the historic university 
reopened, and the Cassel institution was closed.

He was a 3rd cousin once removed of Jacob Revercomb and of Charles and 
Peter Rubincam, and a 3rd cousin twice removed of Lt. Col. Christopher Meng, all of 
whom fought in the American forces in the Revolutionary War. 
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v. Anna Catharina; bur. Rotenburg, June 23, 1701, aged 70 years; 
m. (1) Jan. 19, 1658, Magister Johann Bernhard Willius (Wille), 
deacon at Hersfeld (bur. June 12, 1667), and (2) Feb. 25, 1669, 
Johann Kehr, Chief Magistrate (Schultheiss) at Petersberg, 
near Hersfeld, about 1650, and from 1671 tax-collector (Rent- 
meister) at Rotenburg (bur. there, April 30, 1674). 

vi. A son; bur. at Cassel-Altstadt, May 19, 1637, aged 19 weeks, 
3 days. 

vii. Johann Laurentius; see below. 


VII. Anna MarGaretHa Crouiius, daughter of the Metro- 
politan Johannes and Catharina (Geiter) Crollius, was born in 
1624 and was buried at Wanfried, Hesse-Rheinfels-Wanfried, 
May 3, 1707, aged 83 years, 3 months, 6 days. She was married 
at Eschwege, July 17, 1644, to Balthasar Gleim, who was matricu- 
lated at the University of Cassel in 1635, was later rector of 
Rotenburg, and from 1649 pastor of Wanfried, where he was 
buried December 23, 1675, aged 59 years, 12 weeks, 5 days. Issue 
(Surname Gleim) : 


i, Catharina Juliana; b. 1648; confirmed at Wanfried, 1661; d. 
Eschwege, Nov. 26, 1722, aged 74 years. She m. at Wanfried, 
June 8, 1669, Andreas Riibecamm (1642-March 9, 1698), pastor 
of Eschwege-Neustadt from 1672 to 1698. He was a son 
of Friedrich Riibecamm (d. 1647), pastor of Oetmannshausen, 
and brother of Laurentius Riibencamm, Metropolitan of 
Eschwege.** Andreas and Catharina Juliana had 9 children, of 
whom the eldest was: 

a. JOHANN Puiuipp RUsencamM (1670-1726), a graduate of 
the University of Marburg and pastor of Wanfried from 
1698 to 1716: He was expelled from his church because 
of his Pietist activities and d. 10 years later at Berle- 
burg, county of Sayn-Wittgenstein-Berleburg. He m. 
Margaretha Catharina , who, with her 7 children, 
settled in Bristol Township, Philadelphia County, Penn- 
sylvania, where she d. in May 1727. The complete list 
of their children will be found in THz AMERICAN GENE- 
ALOGIST, vol. XV, pp. 177-178. From them descend the 
families of Rubincam-Revercomb** of Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, the distinguished and socially prominent fami- 
lies of Wister, Colladay, Meng, Ogden, Fagan, ete., of 
Philadelphia; a branch of the ducal Lante della Rovere 
of Rome, Italy, and of the Philadelphia branch of the 
patrician Meyer von Schauensee family of Switzerland; 
Blakemore, Kerr, Bonner, etc. families of Virginia, and 
80 on. 

ii. Philipp; b. Dec. 25, 1649, at Rotenburg; studied theology at the 
University of Marburg and law at the universities of Bremen, 
Hanau, and Helmstidt; passed his legal examinations at the 
University of Erfurt, 1675; judge of a chancery court, 1685,

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and chancery councillor at Rotenburg, 1690; d. Oct. 10, 1694; 
m. Anna Catharina, daughter of Dethard Uckermann, Birger- 
meister of Wanfried, and had issue.’® 

iii, Johannes; b. April 15, 1653, at Wanfried; matriculated at the 
University of Marburg, Nov. 5, 1673;** succeeded his father as 


pastor of Wanfried, 1676; editor of several theological works ;** 
d. 1697, and was succeeded in his pastorate by his nephew, 
Johann Philipp Riibencamm. He was married and had issue, 
but the writer has thus far been unable to learn the names of 
his wife and children.** 


VII. Jowannes Croiuius, son of the Metro- 
politan Johannes and Catharina (Geiter) Crollius, brother of 
Anna Margaretha (Crollius) Gleim, and great-uncle of Johann 
Philipp Riibencamm, the last European ancestor of that family, 
had a distinguished career as a Reformed theologian, but we 
have space here only for a brief summary, as follows: Born at 
Rotenburg, March 6, 1641. Matriculated at the University of 
Marburg, 1660.1 Educated subsequently at the University of 
Bremen. Tutor of Just Hermann Vultejus, son of the Hessian 
Chancellor, Johannes Vultejus. Professor of Eloquence, Her- 
born Paedagogium, 1674. Professor of Practical Theology, 
Herborn, 1676. Professor of Philosophy and Greek, University 
of Heidelberg, 1681 (by invitation of the Elector Palatine Karl, 
maternal nephew of King Charles I, of England). Doctor of 
Theology, Heidelberg, Nov. 1686.2° Prorector (Vice-President) 
of the University, 1686/7, and 1692/3. Professor of Theology, 
Heidelberg, 1692.°1 Professor of Theology, University of Mar- 
burg, 1693. Dean of the Theological Faculty, 1696, 1703, 1707, 
1709. Rector (President), University of Marburg, 1699. Died 
at Marburg and was buried, September 1, 1709.22 Prof. Dr. 
Crollius was a prolific writer of theological dissertations and ora- 
tions, including the funeral oration of the eminent theologian, 
Professor Dr. Samuel Andreae.**

Paedagogium, Oct. 22, 1688, and the University of Marburg, 
Oct. 17, 1693; d. at Oppenheim. 

ii, Johann Conrad; bap. Herborn, Oct. 1, 1677; entered Marburg 
Paedagogium, Oct. 22, 1688, and the University, Oct. 17, 1693; 
deacon at Oppenheim and Dexheim, 1707; d. June 30, 1712. 

iii. Jacob; b. Herborn, Nov. 22, bap. Nov. 30, 1679; entered Marburg 
Paedagogium, Nov. 5, 1688, and the University, Sept. 4, 1696;

With the family of Dr. Johannes Laurentius Crollius we bring 
to a close our brief account of this notable line which, arising 
from woolenweavers in the 15th century, attained high positions 
in the church, local governments, and the realm of learning in 
the 17th and 18th centuries. Crollius of Marburg, by reason of 
its important contributions to Reformed thought and historical 
scholarship, will always rank high among Hessian theological 
families.?* 

This family used several coats-of-arms. Dr. Knetsch notices 
that the oldest was borne in 1638 by the Metropolitan Johannes I 
(1599-1662), thus indicating that the metropolitan himself 
adopted the arms. As he was at that time court preacher to 
Landgrave Hermann of Hesse-Rotenburg, it is possible that that 
prince granted them to his Hofprediger. This coat was very 
simple, consisting of a vine (Weinstock) in the shield, and m 
the crest four hanging ears of corn on a helmet. These arms 
were borne also by his sons, Metropolitan Johannes II and Dr. 
Johannes Laurentius Crollius, but in 1661 Johannes II altered 
his to show, in the shield, two little boughs (Astchen) on the 
dexter and sinister sides of a blossoming flower, and in the 
crest, on the helmet, a tub or coop between the hanging ears of 
eorn.*® Later, Johannes II seems to have again changed its 


27 Among pre-Revolutionary settlers of the name in America were Jno. Christ. Croll 
and Uldrich Kroll, 1729; Johannes Kroll, 1750; Johann Martin Kroll, 1751; and Martin 
Croll, 1754 (Strassburger & Hinke, Pennsylvania German Pioneers).

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device, for on his tombstone (1696) in the Sontra Church appears 
a serpent encircling a stick, with two ears of corn on the helmet. 
His son, Pastor Johann Henrich (1679-1741), sealed a document 
in 1719 with the last-named arms. Other members of the family, 
notably of the branch descended from Johannes I’s elder brother, 
Jacob Kroll, used arms with the serpent; they all had the ears of 
corn in the crest with the exception of another Pastor Johann 
Henrich, son of Pastor Henrich (1614-73) ,*° of Breitenbach, and 
grandnephew of Johannes I, who carried in his crest two ser- 
pents’ heads, growing from one body and facing in opposite 
directions. 


-THE HOUSE OF RICH 


Barons Rich and Kensington, Earls of Warwick and Holland; ancestral 
to Mrs. Francis Willis of Virginia, Nathaniel Browne of Connecticut, the 
Grimsditch family of Bermuda, Governor Francis Lovelace of New York, 
and the Gorsuch family of Maryland.

The Rich family of London did not belong to the old Plan- 
tagenet aristocracy, but rose to prominence in the Tudor period. 
It acquired, in the elder branch, the manor of Horndon on the 
Hill, Essex, and in the younger branch, that of Felsted, Essex. 
The younger branch was raised to the peerage in the person of 
Sir Richard Rich (1496-1568), and enjoyed several connections 
with the literary history of England. Not only was the poet, 
Richard: Lovelace, a descendant of the first Lord Rich, but the 
wife of the first Earl of Warwick was celebrated as the ‘‘Stella’’ 
of Sir Philip Sidney’s Astrophel and Stella, while the wife of 
the third Earl was the subject of a famous poem by Edmund 
Waller, and the mother of the last Earl but one (of Warwick 
and Holland) became the wife of the noted essayist, Joseph 
Addison. 

The family played its part in the colonization of the New 
World. The second Earl of Warwick is noted for his interest 
and investment in that direction, while his cousin, Sir Nathaniel 
Rich, has his page in American history for his activities. The

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author of Newes from Virginia (1610) was, we believe, Sir 
Nathaniel’s brother Robert Rich, rather than Richard Rich as 
suggested by the Dictionary of National Biography. It is estab- 
lished that Sir Nathaniel was uncle of Nathaniel Browne who 
came with Hooker and settled in Middletown, Conn. The con- 
nection of the Lovelace and Gorsuch families with New York, 
Virginia and Maryland is well known. The elder branch also 
had colonial connections, first through the marriage of Edward 
Rich of Horndon to Judith Saltonstall, an aunt of the New 
England Saltonstalls, and later through the marriage of their 
great-great-granddaughter, Anne Rich, to Francis Willis of 
Virginia. 

The early generations of the family are obscure and can be 
presented with no certainty. We therefore start with Richard 
Rich, a mercer, who was Sheriff of London, 1441. His will, 
dated 1463, proved 1464 (1469?), named his wife Catherine, 
sons John and Thomas, and three daughters. The younger son, 
Thomas, was undoubtedly grandfather of the first Lord Rich. 
The generally accepted pedigree derives the Horndon branch 
from the elder son John through a second John, Thomas and 
Robert, to Edward Rich, who in the entailment established by 
the will of the first Lord Rich was given the remainder if his own 
legitimate male issue became extinct. It is therefore to be 
assumed that Edward of Horndon was the nearest legitimate 
male heir to Baron Rich after his immediate family. However, 
according to the official pedigree, Edward was grandson of a 
second cousin. We may surmise that the early generations of 
the Horndon branch need revision, and that the relationship was 
closer, but war conditions make it difficult to have records 
searched, and for the present, and subject to verification, we 
follow the accepted pedigree.

DESCENDANTS OF JOHN BLOWER OF BOSTON 
By H. Minor Pitman, A.B., LL.B. 


1. BLower, b. ca. 1627, d. 1675, m. TaBrrHa 

In 1643 a John Blower, mariner, was on the list of those able 
to bear arms at Barnstable in Plymouth Colony. He was not 
on the 1640 list and if this, as seems probable, was the same 
John Blower, mariner, who was later of Boston, he would just 
have reached his seventeenth vear in 1643, the earliest age of 
those liable for military service. While it is possible that he 
was the son of that Thomas Blower who sailed from Nottingford, 
England, aged fifty, in the 7rue Love in September, arriving in 
Boston late in November 1635, there is no evidence to connect 
the two except that John Blower’s two sons were named John 
and Thomas, respectively. It is more likely that he was son of 
the John Blower who in 1638 owned more than ten acres of land 
in the Barbados. This is mere conjecture, however. 

John Blower was in Boston in November 1650 when he was a 
witness to some of Aspinwall’s notarial papers. In 1654 he was 
a cooper in Boston, where he apparently prospered. In 1668 he 
was called a culler of staves. On 30 December 1658, John 
Blower bought a dwelling house and land in Boston from Thomas 
Bumstead which was ‘‘on the street from Mr. Norton’s to the 
burying place.’’ This was on what is now School Street. He 
was a slave owner, for his negro Maria died 14 May 1663 and 
the inventory of his estate lists a negro slave, Dick. In 1663, 
John Blower, ‘‘aged 36,’’ was lessee of an island in Boston 
Harbor, for seven years. 

The will of John Blower was dated 7 May 1675 and proved 
in Suffolk County 11 September 1675. His widow, Tabitha, was 
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executrix and all the estate went to her for life and then to his 
living children, share and share alike. It was valued at £380 
and included a dwelling ‘‘near the 3rd Meeting House,’’ that is 
the Old South Church. 

His wife Tabitha was a member of the Old South Church in 
1670. She was living as late as 6 June 1684, when she is referred 
to in a deed as the widow of John Blower.

Tabitha (Blower) Butler was living as a widow, 6 March

Stephen Butler, her husband, came to New England about 
1635 with his mother Mary, who died in July 1667, and his step- 
father, Benjamin Ward.

Lathrop’s Company under Major Appleton, at Hatfield, in 
August 1675, and at the Great Swamp Fight in Rhode Island, 
19 Dee. 1675. The last mention of him is in 1695, when he was 
living in the 7th Ward in Boston.

The petition 
asks that her goods ‘‘now in custody of Mr. Bennet’’ be re- 
turned to her as it ‘‘is very severe to be turn’d out of doors, 
my goods seas’d and I expos’d to the wide world.’’ Alex 
Simpson and Thomas Walker testified in her behalf. The court 
ordered Mr. Bennet to return to her the household effects.

In the proceedings, in answer to a petition of 
creditors which stated that John Ireland died ‘‘seized of a con- 
siderable estate in the County’’ the widow, Mary, testified ‘‘May 
it please y" Hon™ I have no estate of my Husbands to Inventory 
as my house and Land it was given to me by my father’s will.

Senc the deed to my Son.’’ 
The child of John and Mary (Blower) Ireland, b. Boston, was:

1705, ELEANOR CowEL. On 8 Oct. 1717, John Ireland, cordwainer, 
executed a power of attorney to his wife, Eleanor, under which, 
on 12 July 1718 she sold to John Blower, mason, land fronting 
for 20 feet on School Street and Mary Ireland, widow, mother 
of the said John Ireland, released her right therein. John 
Ireland acknowledged the power of attorney on 16 July 1718, 
on which date Mary and Eleanor Ireland acknowledged the deed.

Thomas Blower was a mariner. He and his wife were both 
members of the Old South Church. He probably died at sea in 
1698 or 1699. On 21 October 1697, he renounced the executor- 
ship of his brother John’s will on the grounds that he was ‘‘out 
of the Provinee.’’ He died before 25 Dec. 1699, when his widow 
married again. His will dated 20 June 1694, before his first 
child was born, calls him a mariner and leaves a third of his 
estate to his widow, Elizabeth, and two thirds to the children 
who might be living. He made his wife executrix. It was 
proved by Elizabeth Talbot, late Gridley, the widow and execu- 
trix named in the will, 1 April 1707. 

Elizabeth (Gridley) Blower m. (2), Boston, 25 Dee. 1699, 
James Talbot, cooper, b. 23 August 1664, d. 1700, son of James 
and Martha (Barstow) Talbot. He died a few months after his 
marriage, for on 13 Sept. 1700 his widow, Elizabeth, was granted 
letters of administration on his estate. On 4 Sept. 1701 the 
guardianship of John Blower, ‘‘about 4 years old,’’ was awarded 
to Elizabeth Talbot of Boston, widow of Thomas Blower, late of 
Boston, mariner. She m. (3) as his 2nd wife, at Boston, 12 
Nov. 1708, Thomas Jepson, tailor, b. Boston, 5 Nov. 1663; d. 
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after 1722, son of John and Emma ( ) (Coddington) Jep- 
son, by whom she had a daughter, Elizabeth, b. 24 Dec. 1710, 
buried 1 Nov. 1712. The date of her death has not been 
determined.

John Blower was a mason and builder. He owned four 
houses in Boston. As each householder was allowed a tomb, he 
had four tombs in King’s Chapel Burial Ground, three of 
which he sold, retaining No. 19 in which are buried a very large 
number of his descendants. Letters of administration on his 
estate were granted his widow, Abigail, on 8 May 1761. In Nov. 
1761 his widow recovered judgment against her son-in-law, 
William Pitman, for £600 damages, which was settled by William 
Pitman granting his mother-in-law his one-third interest in his 
wife’s real estate for twenty-one years. On 3 May 1768, Abigail 
Blower, widow, and her two daughters, Abigail Peirce, widow 
and Mary Pitman, widow, exchanged releases in settling the 
estate of John Blower.

ORIGIN OF THE SALE (SEARLES) FAMILY IN 
NEW ENGLAND

The progenitor of the Sale family in New England was 
Edward Sale, who emigrated to America in 1635. In the early 
records there was quite a diversity in the spelling of this family 
name, even when pertaining to the same individual, such as Sale, 
Sales, Seale, Sealle, Searles, ete. As shown in city and telephone 
directories, similar variants of the spelling also occur at the 
present time among persons and families presumably having this 
same ancestral origin. 

The English origin of the family has been traced back into 
the parish of Chesham, in Buckinghamshire, England. The 
earliest known ancestor was 

1. Joun Save, husbandman, married at Chesham April 27, 
1562, Agnes, widow of William Byrch. Then lived at Chart- 
ridge, a hamlet in Chesham parish, until his death ; he was buried 
November 15, 1577. His widow Agnes was buried in Chesham 
January 20, 1599/1600; she was probably daughter of George 
Parker, married William Byrch in 1543, and had six children 
before 1560. 

John and Agnes Sale had seven children baptized at Chesham 
1563-1570. The eldest was 

2. Epwarp Sag, son of John and Agnes Sale, baptized at 
Chesham April 4, 1563. Churchwarden 1598 and later. Buried 
at Chesham December 13, 1620. He married at Chesham Octo- 
ber 20, 1589, Elizabeth Gifford, daughter of John Gifford; she 
was born about 1567, and was buried at Chesham August 14, 
1634. 


Edward and Elizabeth Sale had nine children baptized at 
Chesham 1590-1609, including 

SaraH, baptized April 6, 1602; married at Chesham August 23, 1625, 

Christopher Gibson, who came to Massachusetts in 1630, settled at 


Dorchester, and later removed to Boston, where he died October 3, 
1674. Sarah Sale was his first wife; he married, second, Margaret 
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Bate. He had no children by either wife; and having no relatives 

in America he left a notable will 1674 with bequests to a large 

number of legatees, including Edward Sale, ‘‘Garratt Ingraham’s 

wife Rebecca Seale,’’ William Ingraham, and James Priest. 
EDWARD, the youngest child, baptized December 24, 1609. 


3. Epwarp Sate, son of Edward and Elizabeth Sale, baptized 
at Chesham December 24, 1609. Came to New England from 
London in April, 1635, in the Elizabeth and Ann; his age being 
given as 24 (sic) and his name, as printed in Hotten, Edward 
*“Sall.’’ 

He settled first at Marblehead, and about 1636 married Mar- 
garet While in this place misbehaviour subjected both 
him and his wife to trial and punishment by the legal tribunals. 
The record is as follows: 

At a session of the Quarter Court held at Boston June 6, 1637, 
‘*Edward Seale, for his beastly drunkennes, was censured to bee 
set in the bilboes till the end of the Court, & then to bee severely 
whiped.’’ At this same court session Margaret, his wife, was 
indicted for adultery with two men. She was found guilty by 
the court September 19, 1637; and on March 12, 1637/8, sen- 
tenced to be whipped and banished, not to return on pain of 
death. The following notation was recorded by Governor Win- 
throp: March 30, 1638, ‘‘Edward Seale of Marblehead twenty 
pounds for his wife’s appearance when she shall be called for 
after her delivery.’’ 

In spite of the family record, Edward Sale was on November 
2, 1637, made a freeman, a status of some respectability. 

The next record of Edward Sale was that of the baptism of 
his son Ephraim Searle in May, 1638, in Hingham, Massachusetts 
(adjoining Weymouth). The court records and this birth make 
a consistent sequence. 

Subsequent to this Hingham record Edward Sale lived in 
Weymouth to about 1644. He is recorded as a landowner there 
1642-1644, and also in 1652. 

About 1643 or ’44 he was one of a group of dissatisfied resi- 
dents of Weymouth who removed to and settled a new community 
in the wilderness, the town of Rehoboth, Massachusetts. In the 
list of the original proprietors his estate was valued at £81. 
Another in this group of settlers was Richard Ingraham, whose 
son Jarrett later (in 1662) married Sale’s daughter Rebecea. 
The records show a number of grants of land to Edward Sale at 
Rehoboth from 1644 to 1647. 

After 1647 there is a gap in the Rehoboth records relating to 
him, and if he lived elsewhere his whereabouts for a time are 
unknown. He was again recorded as a landowner in Weymouth 
in 1652. His daughter Rebecca married Jarrett Ingraham in 
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1662 in Boston, so that he may at some time have lived in that 
place. Jarrett Ingraham removed from Boston to Rehoboth 
about 1663, and Edward Sale appears also to have returned to 
that place about the same time, as on July 3, 1663, ‘‘Goodman 
Searle’’ was accepted as an inhabitant of Rehoboth and a home 
lot was granted to him. He appears in the Rehoboth records in 
1664; but soon afterward he returned to Weymouth, where he 
lived for the remainder of his life (records in 1667, 1676, 1679, 
1693). 


Edward Sale had the following children : 


EPHRAIM, baptized in Hingham in May, 1638; cooper; freeman 1672; 
lived in Boston; member and lieutenant of the Artillery Company 
of Boston; occasional official and committeeman in Boston. By 
wives Alice and Mary had ten children born 1673-1689. Died 
December 2, 1690, leaving a considerable estate. 

OpBapDIAH, born July 26, 1640, in Weymouth; freeman 1681. By wife 
Sarah had four children born 1680-1684 in Boston. 

NATHANIEL; mentioned in his brother Ephraim’s will; died December 
14, 1714, in Weymouth. 

REBECCA; married Jarrett Ingraham May 28, 1662, in Boston; had 
twelve children born 1663-1686, in Boston, Rehoboth, and Swansea; 
buried August 16, 1691. 

Marian (or Meriam), born 1645; married William Carpenter Feb- 
ruary 10, 1663/4, at Rehoboth.

The Rehoboth town records note the death of the wife of 
Edward Sale simply as occurring on July 13, 1664, without giv- 
ing her first name. It has been assumed that this was Margaret, 
the original wife. As a matter of fact, however, Edward Sale’s 
wife who died July 13, 1664, at Rehoboth, committed suicide, by 
hanging’; a record of the inquest is given in the New Plymouth 
Colony Records (volume IV, page 83), and in this her first 
name is specified as Rebeckah. Edward Sale therefore appar- 
ently had two wives, Margaret in 1637, and Rebecca in 1664; or 
the same wife may for personal reasons have changed her fore- 
name. The respective spans of these two as mothers of his chil- 
dren are not determinable from the records, as the name of the 
mother is not specified ; but the marriage with Rebecca may well 
have occurred prior to the birth of the daughter who was named 
Rebecca. However, it may be significant that the daughter 
Rebecca, as wife of Jarrett Ingraham, named her first child 
Margaret, and her second child Rebecca. Altogether, there are 
noteworthy features known in the history of this family that may 
consistently indicate a dramatic background, which if fully 
known to us might constitute a story of much human interest. 

Edward Sale died at Weymouth in 1693 (inventory dated 
April 13, 1693). 


THE LINE OF JOHN CONCKLYNE OF SOUTHOLD 
AND HUNTINGTON

3. Capt. JoHN? ConcKLYNE (John'), who was an eldest son, 
was born in 1630/31 in Nottinghamshire. He appears first in 
Southold records on 8 Oct. 1655, aged 25, when he testified as 
to the nuncupative will of Mr. Frost. He was a land owner by 
14 Mar. 1656, and on 2 Dec. 1657 he married Saran, widow 
of William Saumon, proprietor of Hashamomack, and daughter 
of Barnabas Horton of Southold, and promptly removed to his 
wife’s estate. 

Perhaps no other non-political figure in Colonial New York 
of that date figures more in the records than Capt. John Conck- 
lyne. His contests in the courts to hold Horse Neck, later the 
Manor of Queens Village and now Lloyd’s Neck, for his wife 
and step-children fill many pages of court and town records. 
He failed by a hair to maintain title. Had he succeeded, one 
may hardly doubt that he would have entrenched a manorial 
family of importance, for he possessed both a highly developed 
acquisitive sense and the energy and determination that are 
characteristics of the ‘‘go-getters’’ of every generation. One 
who studies the records of the battle over Horse Neck may 
hardly doubt that his title appears far stronger than that of 
John Richbell who defeated him. Richbell, however, was a 
New Yorker, Concklyne a New Englander, facts that probably 
had considerable to do with the way Governor Nicoll dealt the 
cards. 

After losing his suit, Concklyne was forced to confine his ambi- 
tions to Southold and Hashamomack where he led an energetic 
life, one of the most important men of the second generation in 
the town. 

It is regretted that space does not allow a comprehensive 
account of the suit over Horse Neck, but a brief summary is in 
order. Matthew Sinderland, mariner, of Boston and Rhode 
Island, obtained on 18 June 1639 certain tracts of land at Hasha- 
momack and Oyster Bay from James Farrett, merchant, of 
Boston, agent for the Earl of Sterling who had title to vast 
acreage on Long Island. No Sinderland deed to Hashamomack, 
which is the neck of land that joins Southold on the northeast, 
has ever been produced, but deeds to Hogg Island near Oyster 
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Bay and to the necks on either side of Oyster Bay are in the 
colonial records. Sinderland married Katherine, probably 
sister of Thomas Curtis of Wethersfield, Conn., and settled at 
Hashamomack about 1640, perhaps the first settler of Southold. 
He died soon thereafter without issue, leaving his property to 
his widow Katherine who by 1643 married second, William 
Salmon, blacksmith, who moved onto her Hashamomack lands. 
They had four children, viz.: Mary, b. ca. 1643; Sarah, b. ca. 
1645; John, b. ca. 1646; and Rebecca, b. ca. 1648. Katherine 
(Curtis, Sinderland) Salmon died about 1650 and William Sal- 
man married second, Sarah, daughter of Barnabas Horton of 
Southold by whom he had two daughters, Elizabeth and Hannah, 
both born by 1655. Salmon died intestate before 13 May 1657, 
‘‘so that all his right, title and interest in all the aforesaid 
premeses fell to the said Sarah his wife and the issue he had by 
both (wives).’’? On 2 Dee. 1657, John Concklyne, Jr., married 
Sarah (Horton) Salmon and thereby became ‘‘ possessed of all 
the aforesaid premises,’’ as well as receiving under his care six 
step-children, of whom the four eldest were step-children of his 
wife as well. Concklyne immediately set out to oust squatters 
and to consolidate the title of his wife and the six children to 
the various lands which belonged to the Sinderland-Salmon 
estates. Since no deed to Hashamomack could be found, he 
obtained on 15 Jan. 1660/61 an Indian deed to the property 
signed by Lion Gardiner, guardian for the Indian sachem whose 
people occupied the land. (The original sale’s receipt to Salmon, 
dated 24 Feb. 1645, was filed 24 Feb. 1750.) This deed mentions 
that Concklyne’s wife was the widow of William Salmon and 
daughter of Barnabas Horton. On 2 Apr. 1662, Concklyne 
obtained from one William Coollinge an affidavit that Farrett 
had sold the Oyster Bay lands to Sinderland. 

Salmon during his life had leased several parcels near Oyster 
Bay to various settlers, who, by 1660, had been in occupancy for 
ten or more years. Conckiyne evidently continued this practice. 
There were, however, other lease-holders who held land under 
agreements with Govert Loockerman, merchant of New Amster- 
dam, who also claimed Oyster Bay lands. On 1 Jan. 1662, fol- 
lowing complaint by Mark Meigs that Concklyne had warned 
him to remove from Hogg Island, the Dutch Director-General 
and Council ruled that all magistrates should protect Meigs in 
possession of his land. Concklyne contended that the land lay 
in the jurisdiction of New England but made no further move 
to establish title in the Oyster Bay territory. Meanwhile Loock- 
erman sold his rights to John Richbell of Rye and on 20 Oct. 
1664, one Henry Lenenton was required to appear before Gov. 
Nicoll (the English having taken New Amsterdam) to establish 
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his claim to possession of certain Horse Neck land. He showed 
a lease from Concklyne. On 22 Nov. 1664, Concklyne was called 
to New York and the famous case of Richbell vs. Concklyne was 
ealled, with Concklyne ‘‘defending the rights of certain 
orphans.’’ Gov. Nicoll on 10 Mar. 1664/65 made his decision 
putting Richbell in possession of the Horse Neck property. On 
27 June 1665, the Governor issued a supporting warrant insuring 
Richbell’s title. The townsmen of Huntington refused to vacate, 
however, and, in the September-October court, Richbell sued the 
town of Huntington before a jury and lost. The Governor again 
came to his aid, set the verdict aside and gave title to Richbell. 
It was not until 1731 that the matter was definitely closed. In 
that year, Henry Lloyd, Lord of the Manor of Queens Village, 
took steps to clear his title. By agreement, the proprietors of 
Huntington signed the famous Queens Village Disclaimer, 
thereby renouncing all right to the land in question, which, by 
that time, had been in the possession of the Lloyd family for 
about 50 years. This prolonged legal battle, reported at length 
in the town records of Oyster Bay, Huntington, the Lloyd Papers 
and elsewhere, was the first important land case tried under the 
Duke’s Law and, in its entirety, is perhaps the most completely 
reported suit in early New York colonial records. 

William Salmon’s estate was inventoried 13 May 1657, a net 
of £188:14:10. He owned £106:15:00 in cattle, ete. His 
Hashamomack land, over 400 acres of highly tillable land, along 
with his house and buildings and his holdings at Horse Neck 
were appraised at £68. Immediately following his marriage. 
Concklyne started action to obtain control of the Hashamomack 
brick yards, established by Salmon but now in other hands. He 
finally won this suit sometime after June 1677. He also became 
involved in a suit for trespass against cantankerous John Corey 
of Hashamomack. 

Concklyne entered action in the New Haven Court on 28 May 
1660 for 10 pounds damages, alleging that ‘‘the defendant kept 
deivers swine in about the comons of Hashamomack [Hashamo- 
mack at that time carried on its own affairs independent of 
Southold] lands, where he had no right so to doe, whereby his 
now wife in her widdowhood had sustained great losse in her 
crop of wheat and pease.’’ The verdict cost Corey £4: 10:00. 
Concklyne then entered action for slander against Corey for 50 
pounds damages and declared that ‘‘the defendt on a training 
day, before a great part of the traine band, did endeavor by his 
words to take away his repute and esteem amongst his neighbors 
and lay him below ye heathen and to that end spoke words to 
this effect or the same words following, vizt: that John Conckling 
was a neighbor not fitt for an Indian to live by and when the 
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plaint and defendt were both sicke, and the plaintiefe was not 
able to craule out of his house, yet then he killed one of the 
defendts hoggs, and divers other words at other times of a 
slanderous nature.’’ 

Several depositions in support of Concklyne’s charges are in 
the records and the affidavit of Sarah Pearce, aged 39, signed 
12 Mar. 1659, brings another angle into the case: ‘‘ This deponent 
saith there being some difference between Goodman Corey and 
her husband, this deponent saith that Goodman Corey tould her 
that she had taken up a false report from John Conckelyne that 
was [who had] crept into another mans inheritance.’’ Corey 
was found guilty, fined and apologized to Concklyne. Never- 
theless, his comment indicates that the gossips were busy over 
Concklyne’s marriage to the rich young widow. Immediately 
after the trial, ‘‘John Corey (out of his affection to William 
Salmons children as he sd for the kindenesse he had received 
from their father) did now tender to part with a piece of land 
weh was his by guift of William Salmon for weh he will accept 
of carne, cattell and wampon (at due value) for pay...... 
if John Concklin accept and William Salmons sonne may enjoy 
it.’’ Corey, on 11 Oct. 1660, gave Concklyne two deeds to 
Hashamomack land ‘‘to hold until John Salmon reaches 21.’’ 

These deeds bring up the relationship of John Concklyne to 
his step-children. Several writers have intimated that his att- 
tude was not only far from generous, but bordered on the repre- 
hensible. Except for the Corey incident, which may be dis- 
counted as Corey was in trouble of this kind on more than one 
occasion, all the evidence points to fair dealing by Concklyne 
and the warmest feeling by the children of Salmon toward him. 
True, Concklyne emerged at the final settlement as owner of the 
lion’s share of the land, but let us not forget that in Salmon’s 
inventory the rich Hashamomack land and his title to Horse 
Neck were the least important part of the estate. (He had dis- 
posed of approximately two-thirds of Hashamomack acreage in 
1649 for 30 pounds.) It took a far-sighted man to choose land 
in preference to chattels at that early date. 

The petition for letters of administration on Salmon’s estate 
was granted 16 Nov. 1665 and confirmed to John Concklin, Jr., 
on 16 Mar. 1666, ‘‘he having married Sarah, late widow of 
William Salmon who had then divers young children of whom 
he hath had great care and been at considerable expense ‘in 
bringing up.’’ At the court of 5 June 1666, four overseers of 
Southold set John Salmon’s portion at £31:11:04 and each 
daughter’s portion at £15:15:08. It was left to the court to 
set Concklyne’s allowance for bringing up the children. The 
oldest daughter Mary, having already received her portion on 
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29 Oct. 1664,* the son John received £28 and the portion of each 
of the younger daughters was set at £14 when 21 years old. 

Salmon’s estate inventoried 188 pounds (two-thirds chattels) 
in 1657. At the time the court adjusted the partition, the care 
of the children had rested on Concklyn for nine years, and at 
the settlement the children enjoyed the complete protection of 
the local court. Southold records contain an item bearing on 
the attitude of the Salmon children toward Concklyne: 


Southold: 20 Feb. 1663 whereas our father William Sallmon in his life 
tyme did declare that his brother in law Thomas Curtis of Weathersfield 
should not have the education of any of his children—his long forbearance 
of looking after us manifested little love of us. These may signifie to whom 
it may concern that we whose names are under subscribed have made choice 
of John Concklyne Junr. to be our guardian, having experienced of his 
ffatherly love to us and hereby declare all other guardianship by authority 
of any court to be null. (Signed) John Salmon, Mary X Salmon, Sarah X 
Salmon. Witnesses: John Concklyne Senr., Richard Curtis, Jacob Conck- 


lyne. 


John Concklyne’s land transactions were numerous, perhaps 
the most important taking place in 1661 when he received lands 
at Oyster Ponds (Orient) and two lots at Acquobogue. (300 
acres per lot. At one period he owned four Acquobogue lots.) 
The Acquobogue lands later became the homelands of some of 
his most prolific lines of descent. On 22 May 1666, he and other 
proprietors sold Plum Island to John Youngs. The town rate 
list of 16 Sept. 1675 names Mr. John Concklyne as assessed on 
358 pounds 10 shillings, including 8 oxen, 8 horses and a large 
number of other cattle. In 1683, he was assessed on 321 pounds, 
and in an undated second division of town lands, he, with eight 
shares, was the largest proprietor in Southold. His household 
in 1686 consisted of three males, three females and five slaves. 
While Col. John Youngs, Capt. Isaac Arnold and a few others 
are listed with military titles, John Conklin, Thomas Moore and 
Joshua Hobart are called ‘‘Mr.’’ in Southold records. It is 
highly probable that his selection as captain of militia came 
shortly before his death as the title appears first on his tomb- 
stone, though there are references in the records to ‘‘Captain 
John Conklin’’ after his death. 

Southold records do not contain early lists of town officers. 


* Mary Salmon’s release to John Concklyne: ‘“‘Received of John Concklyne my father in 
law in full satisfaction of my portione of all the estate reall and personall wch came to 
his hands by virtue of his marriage with Sarah Salmon late wife of my father William 
Salmon deceased and also of Katherine his former wife and Matthew Sunderland her 
former husband and every of them, ffwore cows by me Mary Salmon eldest daughter of 
my said father William Salmon and Katherine my mother aforesaid.” Sarah Salmon 
gave her release on 24 July 1666, John on 6 June 1667, Rebecca on 3 Apr. 1669. Hannah 
and Elizabeth Salmon, daughters of Sarah Horton, signed releases 11 May and 12 June 


1675, respectively. 
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Mr. John Concklyne does appear on several early committees, the 
most important under date of 22 May 1682 when the town 
appointed him to present to the new'governor an address and 
list of its grievances. In 1690, Mr. John Concklyne of Southold 
and Capt. Pierson of Southampton were representatives from 
Suffolk County to the Colonial Assembly and it is highly prob- 
able that he served in this capacity at other sessions. 

Due to friction between Concklyne and other proprietors an 
agreement was made, 28 Oct. 1684, relating to Hashamomack 
lands and rights. Concklyne signed away his rights in Hashamo- 
mack commonage and in return received the famous ‘‘four score 
acres’’ that became a legend in Southold. The importance of 
the four score acres has been greatly magnified, they were far 
from the most important part of his estate. 

Sarah (Horton, Salmon) Concklyne appears last in Southold 
records 3 Apr. 1663 when she concurred in an exchange of Hash- 
amomack lands between John Concklyne and Edward Petty. 
She may have been dead by 16 Nov. 1665 when Concklyne asked 
for administration of Salmon’s estate. It should be recalled that 
in late 1664, Concklyne was defending the rights of ‘‘certain 
orphans’’ in the case of Richbell vs. Concklyne. Whether or 
not a child was a legal orphan in 1664 if its father was dead 
and its mother living, I know not. On the other hand, the will 
of Barnabas Horton, dated 10 May 1680, bequeaths five sheep 
to Joseph Conkling ‘‘son of my daughter Sarah Conkling.’’ 
There is no hint of her death in this writing, quite otherwise. 
We know that she was dead by 3 Apr. 1686 when her brother 
Benjamin Horton, aged 59, made affidavit that about 29 years 
before he had lived with the widow Sarah Salmon ‘‘ye wife and 
relic of William Salmon deceased,’’ and heard her acknowledge 
the sale of two acres of Tom’s Creek land made by her husband 
tc Thomas Osman. 

The fact that in his will dated 4 Feb. 1689, John Concklyne 
named no wife but mentioned his three youngest daughters all 
as under 21 years (evidently several years from maturity from 
the stipulations in the will) gives grounds for the belief that 
they were the children of a second wife already deceased. Pre- 
sumably, she was the ‘‘Mary Concklyne’’ whose large grave- 
stone at Southold, close by that of Capt. Concklyne, merely 
states: ‘‘deceased 2 Nov. 1688.’’ 

There are many reasons to place the births of John, Joseph 
and Sarah, the three oldest of Concklyne’s children, not later 
than 1665, while his will is an equally good reason for placing 
the births of the three youngest children several years later. 
The census of 1686 credits Concklyne with three females. His 
oldest daughter Sarah was already married. If the youngest

daughter was born between 1686 and 1689 and the mother died 
sometime in the same period, the census tabulation would check 
with the will. None of the daughters appears in the census of 
1698, an indication that any surviving were already married. 

John Concklyne’s heavy flat-topped tomb at Southold is in an 
excellent state of preservation. Its inscription reads: ‘‘ Here 
Lyeth the Body of Captain John Conkelyne borne in Notting- 
hamshire in England who departed this life the Sext Day of 
April att Southold on Long Island in the Sixty fourth year of 
his age. Anno Dom 1694.’’ The first half of the inscription is 
in the form of a border carved on the four outer edges of the 
flat top. Capt. Concklyne’s will, signed 4 Feb. 1689, probated 
15 May 1694, is a long document reported at length by Pelletreau 
in his Early Long Island Wills. Two important sections are 
given here: 


I give unto my two sons John and Joseph Concklin during their natural 
lives all my whole accomodations of lands of all sorts wtsoever situate 
lying and being throughout ye whole bounds of ye town of Southold to be 
equally divided between them,...... and at ye death of them and either 
of them I do give their respective shares of all my lands above mentioned 
unto ye next lawful heir of ye body of sd John Concklin and to ye said 
next lawful heir of ye body of sd Joseph Concklin respectively being male 
or female during ye natural lives only and so from male or female during 
ye natural lives only and so from heir to heir of them forever that shall 
succeed respectively whose several heir or heirs I make and hereby ordain 
to be my heirs forever to have and to hold during their natural life ye 
said respective lands without any power of sale mortgage or alienation. 


A second section reads: 


I give to my daughters as followeth, first to my daughter Sarah Laughton 
I give two cows. To my other three daughters, Mary, Anna and Elizabeth 
I give all my household goods to be equally divided among them except to 
my son Joseph to whom I give one feather bed, one pot and one kettle 
also to my daughters Mary, Anna and Elizabeth to each of them 12 cows 
and all ye money yt I have in my possession I order to be equally divided 
among my sd three daughters last named which money I order and tis my 
will yt it be forthwth without delay delivered to my brother Jacob Conklin 
(by my executors) whom I betrust with sd money and that he pay each of 
them a third part at their day of marriage or age of one and twenty which 
ever shall happen. [Other legacies to be paid them at the same time and 
in case of death surviving daughters to have ‘‘defunct’s’’ share. ] 


The will also stipulates that his son John should have that 
part of the home lands in Hashamomack where the house stood 
with possession of the house and half the barn. Son Joseph was 
to have half the barn and to reside with John. However, ‘‘My 
will is yt if Joseph shall not like to dwell in John’s house on 
Pipe stave Neck that then John shall build Joseph as good an 
house as that in any other place of Joseph’s land that he shall 
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appoint.’’ At the time the will was signed, John was married 
but Joseph was unmarried. 


Children of John* Concklyne and Sarah (Horton) Salmon:

[Layton] of Southampton who was teaching school at South- 
old. ‘‘John Laughton gives in the day of his marriage with 
Sarah Conkling of Southold to be 28 July 1680.’’ He was 
the son of Josiah Laughton and the heir of his uncle John 
Laughton, an important man of Southampton. John Laughton, 
Jr., was under 21 in 1678 when his uncle deeded land to him 
in trust with his father. After the death of John Laughton, 
Sr., they returned to Southampton where John Jr. died before 
18 Oct. 1692, when his widow gave a deed. There is consid- 
erable concerning them in Southampton records, but I find 
nothing regarding heirs. Presumably she remarried.

BALZAR LEFFEL (1721-1796) AND HIS FAMILY

Balthasar Leffel was born 2 February 1721, doubtless in the 
Palatinate, died 11 July 1796 in Amity township, Berks County. 
Pennsylvania, and was buried two days later.’ 

He arrived on the ship Two Brothers, Thomas Arnot master, 
from Rotterdam and last from Cowes, and took the usual oaths 
at the Courthouse in Philadelphia, Tuesday, 28 August 1750, in 
the presence of Thomas Lawrence, Esq., mayor. His name 
written by someone other than himself, appears on the list of 
the male passengers of that vessel, sixteen years of age and 
older, as Balsazar (O) Léffler.? 

Since the dominant form of his surname is Leffel, used by 
himself and his wife in their wills, and by his sons and their 
descendants, that will be used exclusively in what follows. As 
his given name was usually recorded as Balzar, that form will

Balzar Leffel was taxed amounts varying from nine pence to 
nine shillings in Exeter township, Berks County, from 1759 
through 1770.2 By an indenture dated 13 November 1770 and 
recorded 3 December 1770, Benjamin and Samuel Boone con- 
veyed to Balzar Leffel for a consideration of 10 shillings one 
messuage, one barn, two orchards, 100 acres of arable land, 26 
acres of meadow land, and 37% acres of woodland.* Sometime 
between 1770 and 1775 Balzar Leffel removed to Amity township, 
Berks County, where he lived until his death. In 1775 John 
Sands, Jr., and Hannah (nee Trump*) his wife, ‘‘of Amity’’ 
conveyed to ‘‘Balzar Leffel, of the same place, yeoman,’’ for 
£660 Pennsylvania money, title to three tracts. From 1775 to 
1791 he was taxed in Amity on 109 acres; in 1794 on 136 acres, 
assessed at 58 shillings per acre, and on two cows, assessed at 
£3 each, the tax being 12s. 1d.; and in 1795 he was taxed 11s. 1d. 
on 128 acres and two cows. 

On 28 May 1778 Baizar Leffel took the oath of allegiance in 
Berks County, in accordance with the Act of the General Assem- 
bly of Pennsylvania of 13 June 1777.7 

The family name of his wife Sybilla is not known, nor has 
the date of their marriage been ascertained. She was born 
1 March 1728, died 20 July 1804, and was buried the following 
day, her funeral services being conducted by Rev. William Boos, 
pastor of the Reformed Church of Schwartwald. In 1784 she 
was a communicant member of the Amityville Lutheran Church 
of which Rev. Mr. Streit was pastor.® 

In addition to being godparents to certain of their grand- 
children, as will be mentioned later, Balzar and Sybilla Leffel 
were sponsors at the baptism 25 April 1784 of Samuel Hoch, 
born 2’ November 1783, son of Samuel and Magdalena Hoch; 
and of David Schrack [Schraich] 9 May 1784, born 1 March 
1784, son of Elizabeth Schrack [Schraich]. 

Balzar and Sybilla Leffel were the parents of nine known

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grown children, seven of whom are named in his and her wills. 
The other two, Catharine and Philip, are mentioned in the 
records of Berks County. Abstracts of those wills follow :° 


BALZAR LEFFEL, of Amity, in his will dated 25 April 1796 and pro- 
bated 6 August 1796, recorded in Berks County Will Book B, p. 444, left 
to his wife all his real estate for her life, which at her death was to be sold 
and the proceeds distributed in seven equal shares, as follows: to son John 
Leffel; to children of Jacob Leffel, deceased; to children of daughter Mary, 
wife of John Schroeder; to daughter Eve, wife of Benjamin Boone; to 
daughter Elizabeth, wife of Philip Marquart; to daughter Sybilla, wife of 
John Pott; to children of daughter Susannah, wife of Henry Remley; and 
a special bequest to his granddaughter Susannah, daughter of son Jacob 
Leffel, deceased. He named his friends Nicholas Jones and John Pott [his 
son-in-law] executors of his will, which was witnessed by Jacob Rhoads and 
Jacob Herner. 


SYBILLA LEFFEL, of Amity, in her will dated 16 June 1804 and pro- 
bated 28 July 1804, recorded in Berks County Will Book 4, p. 235, directed 
that all her effects should be sold and the money divided into seven equal 
parts, one part to go to each of the following: children of son John, 
deceased; children of son Jacob, deceased; to daughter Mary, wife of John 
Schroeder; to daughter Eve, wife of Benjamin Boone; to daughter Eliza- 
beth, wife of Philip Marquart; to daughter Sybilla, wife of John Pott; 
and to daughter Susannah, wife of Henry Remley. When John Gerling 
renounced the executorship, John Pott was appointed administrator ec. t. a. 
Witnesses to the will were Jacob Rhoads and Jonathan Bell. 


Children : 


1. Mary, born about 1751, married JoHN ScHROEDER; located in 
Antrim township, Franklin County, Pa.; speiled their name 
regularly Shrider; had six children: Nicholas Shrider; Hannah 
(Shrider) Harkins; Catharine, wife of John Light; John 
Shrider; Polly Shrider; and Susannah, wife of Abraham Cune. 
These were mentioned in Berks County Deed Book 21: pp. 
461-462, as legatees under the will of Balzar Leffel. 

2. JoHN, born 1753, married about 1775 ANNA MARGARET OBEN- 
CHAIN who was born 10 January 1760, daughter of Reinhold 
Abendschoen and granddaughter of Samuel Abendschoen. 
This couple settled in Botetourt County, Va., where John 
Leffel died in 1801. On 1 October 1787 he petitioned the 
Orphans Court of Berks County (Orphans Court Record Vol- 
ume 4-2, p. 361) to appoint a guardian or guardians for his 
nine minor children, all of whom were minors, to secure for 
them their share of the estate of their grandfather Balzar 
Leffel. Their names were Samuel, John, Daniel, Jacob, Eliza- 
beth, Mary, Anthony, Sarah, and Thomas. Subsequent thereto 
two others, James P. and Margaret, were born. In 1817 Anna 
Margaret (Obenchain) Leffel, the widow, removed to Clark 
County, Ohio, along with most of her children. There she died 
5 July 1829, and is buried in the cemetery at Bethel, Ohio. 

3. Eve, born 1754 or 1755, married 1 October 1771 BrnzamIN 
Boone, Rev. Alex. Murray, rector of St. Gabriel’s Episcopal 
Church, Douglassville, Exeter township, officiating. Among

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their children was one Appolonia Boone, born 6 December 
1782, at whose baptism 17 August 1783 Sybilla Leffel, the 
child’s grandmother, was a sponsor. 

CATHARINE, born February 1761, died March 1789, buried 26 
March; married PETER BECHTEL, born 20 August 1756, died 
16 July 1786. As Catharine Bechtel, widow, of Amity, she 
made her will dated 22 February 1789, probated 4 January 
1790, and recorded in Berks County Will Book 3, p. 112, 
wherein she left £5 to her sister Susannah, wife of Henry 
Remley; £5 to her sister Sybilla, wife of John Pott; £7 to 
her brother Philip Leffel; £8 to her sister Elizabeth, wife of 
Philip Marquart; mentioned her sister Eve, wife of Benjamin 
Boone; named her father Balzar Leffel and her brother Philip 
Leffel executors. The will was witnessed by Jacob Rhoads 
and John Schrack. 

Jacos, born 28 February 1762, died 21 July 1793; married 
SARAH , who married secondly 18 June 1799 George 
Lotz. Among their surviving children were Susannah, men- 
tioned in the will of her grandfather Balzar Leffel; Anna 
Maria, who married 29 March 1802 Daniel Schrank; and 
William Leffel, baptized 8 October 1786, with Philip Leffel 
his unele and Anna Maria Marquart as godparents. 

PHILIP, born about 1768, listed as a single man in the Amity 
township tax list for 1790; mentioned in the will of his sister 
Catharine, but not in the will of either of his parents; died 
probably before 1796. 

ELIZABETH, born 1772, died 30 September 1842, buried in the 
cemetery at Clifton, Green County, Ohio; married at Amity- 
ville 6 January 1789 PHiLip Marquart, born 6 May 1765 in 
Amity township, Berks County, Pa., died 24 April 1833, and 
buried in the Clifton cemetery.* 

SYBILLA, born 27 September 1774, died 27 September 1824, her 
fiftieth birthday anniversary; married JoHN Port, born 27 
June 1761, died 19 December 1847. They are buried in the 
old graveyard at Amityville. Among their surviving children 
were Mary Elizabeth, born 17 October 1791, and Hannah, born 
23 June 1798. 

SUSANNAH, born about 1776, married HENRY REMLEy, and had 
at least three children: Susannah, born 17 March 1795; Cath- 
erine, born 14 January 1797, at whose baptism 29 March 1797, 
her grandmother was sole sponsor; and Henry, born 28 Jan- 
uary 1799, baptized 14 April 1799 with John and Sybilla 
(Leffel) Pott as godparents. 


DICKINSON PROBLEMS 


THE Oyster BAY AND NARRAGANSETT FAMILIES

daughter of John Howland of the Mayflower, and widow ot 
Ephraim Hicks. 

Reeords of the New York Society of Friends contain the fol- 
lowing family records: 


The children of John & ffrances, ye 1st wife, & of ye 2d wife Elizabeth 

Dickisson, borne Oysterbay: 

John Dickinson, ye sonn of John and ffrances Dickisson, was borne ye 
28th day of ye 5th mo., 1648. 

Elizabeth, ye daughter of John & Elizabeth Dickisson, was borne ye 11th 
of ye 8th mo., 1652. 

Joseph Dickisson, borne ye 24th of ye 10th mo. 1654, 

Mercy Dickisson, borne ye 23d of ye 2d mo., 1657. 

Jabis Dickisson, borne ye 29th of ye 7th mo., 1660. 

Lydia Dickisson, borne ye 5th day of ye 8th mo., 1662. 

Samuell Dickisson, borne ye 26th of ye Ist mo., 1665. 

Mehetabell Dickisson, born ye [ ] 2d mo., 1667. 

Hannah Dickisson, borne ye 6th of ye Ist mo., 1671. 

James Dickisson, borne ye 27th of ye 5th mo., 1675. 


These entries are from the Isaac Horner book, as copied by 
Abraham §S. Underhill and published in 1872 in The New York 
Gen. and Biog. Record, 3:185. The records of the New York 
Monthly Meeting, as compiled by John Cox, Jr., and published 
in Mr. Hinshaw’s Encyclopedia of American Quaker Genealogy, 
3:101, omit the births of the Dickinson children, but contain 
the statement, ‘‘ Dickinson, John m Elizabeth Howland, dt John, 
of Mayflower.’’ While the present writer believes this state- 
ment to be quite correct, it is not found in Mr. Underhill’s 
verbatim transcription of the early records, hence it is a question 
whether it actually occurs in them or is an editorial conelusion— 
in the latter case it would have been proper so to designate it. 
It should perhaps be noted that the first records in this volume 
of Horner records are entries of the children of Edmond Titus, 
John Tilton and John Dickinson, and that all of these three 
families are omitted in the Encyclopedia, although the next 
three families (Cock, Bowne and Underhill) are ineluded. This 
suggests that the first leaf may have been lost since Mr. Under- 
hill made his transcription. 

Several of the Dickinson children had Howland names, notably 
the son Jabez (Jabis). The first child was born fifteen months 
subsequent to the marriage recorded at Plymouth. No other 
John Dickinson with wife Elizabeth corresponding in date and 
in other ways has been put forward as a candidate for the hus- 
band of Elizabeth Howland. 

The will of John Dickinson, dated 26 Jan. 1680/1, named son 
Joseph ; daughters Elizabeth and Mercy who had received their 
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portions [hence already married] ; wife Elizabeth, she to dispose 
my estate upon my six youngest children, viz.: Lydia, Mehitabel, 
Samuel, Hannah, James, and Jabez, special provision being made 
for Jabez [evidently incapable] ; overseers, John Underhill, Sr., 
John Feakes, Sr., and my son Joseph. [Oyster Bay T.R. 1: 178.] 

The will of Elizabeth Dickinson (Widow), made 10 Sept. 1691, 
gave the homestead to son Jabez, and after his death to my eldest 
son Joseph; sons Samuel and James; daughters Merey, Lydia, 
and Hannah; grandson Richard Hareott; youngest daughters, 
Mehitabel and Hannah; son Joseph to be overseer, with John 
Townsend ‘at Mill.’ An agreement was made by the heirs, 
26 Sept. 1692; they were described as Joseph Dickinson, Samuel 
Dickinson, Thomas Cheshire and Mehitabel his wife, Hannah 
Dickinson, Job Wright as guardian of James Dickinson, and 
Joseph Dickinson in behalf of Jabez Dickinson. [ibid., 1: 559- 
561. | 

It is not our purpose to carry the account of this family 
further. The son Joseph married Rose Townsend, daughter of 
the first Henry, who was his wife in 1688 and in 1698; he was 
Constable in 1686; and conveyed in 1720 to his son Zebulon. 
Samuel Dickinson was made Ensign, 12 Mar. 1702/3, was Lieu- 
tenant by 1707, and Captain, 1715; he had wife Lydia by 1692, 
and his will of 12 Sept. 1728, proved 7 Feb. 1733/4, named wife 
Lydia, son John, and daughters Hannah and Phebe. James 
Dickinson was Constable in 1697, and Captain of Queens County 
Foot Soldiers, 1715. 


Charles Dickinson, Sr., of Narragansett [South Kingstown, 
R. I.], was born probably as early as 1660 and died 14 Sept. 
1740. He is credited with a wife, Phillip Greene, and is known 
to have had a son, Charles, Jr., whose son, Charles ‘tertius,’ 
had a child baptized in 1737. Mr. Charles Dickinson was a 
church warden of the Episcopal Church in Narragansett. 

One Charles Dickinson was in 1700 husband of Esther Gilbert, 
born perhaps in the 1660’s, daughter of Jonathan and Mary 
(Wells) Gilbert of Hartford, Conn., and they had in 1700 at 
least one child, Thomas Dickinson. Was this another marriage 
of the Rhode Island Charles, or have we here an unidentified 
Charles Dickinson ? 

We are indebted to Mr. Robert R. Phillips of Nassau, N. Y.., 
for the following items from the land records of Saybrook, Conn. ; 

Vol. 3, p. 258: Nathaniel Clarke conveys to Mr. Charles Dickinson of 
South Kingstown, on Boston Neck, Rhode Island, five acres in Saybrook. 
‘Memorandum that quiet and peaceful possession of ye Messuage of lands 


within mentioned was taken by Charles Dickinson for and in behalf of his 
Hon’d father Charles Dickinson of South Kingstown .. .’’ 18 July 1723. 
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Vol. 6, p. 492. 15 July 1730. Know ye that I, Charles Dickinson, Sen’r, 
of South Kingston, R. 1... . . with consent of my wife Sara Dickinson & 
also for 400 pounds paid by Richard Dickinson .. . . assign our rights & 
title to the proper use of Richard Dickinson of Saybrook, Sadler ..... “ 
Signed by Charles Dickinson; Sarah Dickinson made her mark; witnesses, 
Christopher and Ann Dickinson. 


Richard Dickinson married 2 Mar. 1715, Mary Goldsmith, and 
had children born 1715 to 1738, entered in Saybrook records, 
whose names were Jane, John, Mary, Charles, Anna, Philippa, 
Sarah, Elizabeth, Richard, Temperance, Esther, and George. 
Richard died at Saybrook, 2 Apr. 1749 in his 54th year; his 
widow Mary died 18 Jan. 1763 in her 67th year. 

The deeds, and the names Charles and Phillip (Philippa) 
among the children of Richard Dickinson of Saybrook, indicate 
that he was a son of Charles and Phillip (Greene) Dickinson. 
Richard’s eldest child, Jane, born 2 Oct. 1715, married at East 
Greenwich, R. L., 13 Sept. 1739, Thomas Pearce, and after having 
some children born in East Greenwich, they settled in Saybrook, 
Conn. 

It was stated in Greenes of Rhode Island (1903) that Charles 
Dickinson, Sr., was son of John and Elizabeth (Howland) 
Dickinson. This has been repeated in other printed sources, 
including The Mayflower Index. If we are correct in identifying 
John and Elizabeth Dickinson of Oyster Bay, it is impossible 
that Charles Dickinson can claim that parentage. Little has 
been seen in print on the Rhode Island Dickinsons, and further 
light is desired on the early history of this family, particularly 
any clues pointing to the origin of Charles Dickinson, Sr. 


MATTHEW BECKWITH AND HIS FAMILY 
By the late Gen. Simeon M. Fox, of Manhattan, Kansas 


[Simeon M. Fox was a capable genealogist with a good knowledge of 
several of the early families of New London, Conn. The writer had a long 
and enjoyable correspondence with General Fox when he was in his eighties. 
Most of his later writings were contributed to the genealogical columns of 
the Boston Evening Transcript. Those relating to the Beckwith family, 
which appeared in 1927 and 1928, dispel many errors that have been gen- 
erally’ accepted, and contribute important facts to the knowledge of that 
family. To give them wider circulation in a more permanent medium, we 
are reprinting these articles, in slightly condensed form, but without sacri- 
fice of the General’s trenchant style.—D. L. J.] 


A querist asks for the identity of an alleged ‘‘ Azubah Brewster 
of Hartford,’’ said by the Beckwith Genealogy to have married, 
before 1679, a Benjamin? Beckwith, alleged son of Matthew! 
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Beckwith of Hartford and Lyme, Conn. This query has never 
been answered, for the reason that no such Azubah Brewster 
ever existed, no such marriage ever took place, nor was there a 
Benjamin? Beckwith to be the alleged husband. 

The fiction originates in the hasty sketch of the Beckwith fam- 
ily set out in the Caulkins History of New London. This sketch 
shows no depth of study, but is a mere skimming of the surface, 
misleading in certain suggestions, and showing a miscomprehen- 
sion of the few records available. For instance, it mentions two 
daughters of Matthew Beckwith as being widows at time of said 
Beckwith’s death in 1681, and gives the impression that they so 
appear in probate records; and it is further suggested that their 
husbands ‘‘ were mariners and probably lost at sea.’’ The names 
of these two daughters are not given, and Savage, who copies 
therefrom, says ‘‘their names are not seen.’’ 

Now the facts stand that the histories of these two daughters 
are easily obtainable from the records; the eldest, Mary, as 
widow of Benjamin Grant, had married one Samuel Daniels at 
Watertown, Mass., on 10 May 1671; her appearance in the pro- 
bate records of her father was on 7 Feb. 1692/3, when she, as 
Mary Daniels, asks the court to appoint her brother, Matthew 
Beckwith, to secure her portion of her father, Matthew Beck- 
with’s estate. The court responds by appointing her brothers, 
Matthew and Joseph Beckwith—and here is the only place in 
any existing probate record that the names of Matthew and 
Joseph appear. 

The other daughter was Elizabeth, who had married Robert 
Gerrard (or Jarrett) in 1665. She in no way appears in any 
probate record; she does appear as Elizabeth wife of Robert 
Jarrett in records of 1665 and 1666. Her husband was not ‘‘lost 
at sea,’’ but the court records at Hartford show that he had 
abused and deserted his wife, and she was granted a divorce. 
Soon thereafter she married John Bates of Haddam—their son. 
John Bates, was baptized at New London, 4 May 1679. Later 
identifications appear in the Lyme land records. 

In the light of these facts, the shallowness and unreliability 
of Miss Caulkins’s sketch is evident. There was no will, nor 
record of distribution to the heirs, and, while the other children 
have abundant record, there is not the slightest suggestion in any 
record that there was a son Benjamin. The New London land 
records [4:65] contain the receipt of Benjamin Grant, the grand- 
son, bearing date 8 June 1693, for his portion of his grandfather 
Matthew Beckwith’s estate. He was probably ‘‘muddled in’’ as 
a son Benjamin. 

Now, again, the wife and widow of Matthew! Beckwith is given 
by Miss Caulkins as Elizabeth ; her name so appears in the Beck- 
with Genealogy, and even the Beckwith Notes—which sought to 
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correct—make the same error. Her name appears in the pro- 
bate mention as Mary, and this is confirmed by a record of the 
Hartford Court of a deposition bearing date 22 May 1665, when 
she testifies as ‘‘Mary Beckwith, aged about forty.’’ 

The Beckwith Genealogy seems to have taken Miss Caulkins’s 
sketch for granted, and then elaborated. The history ascribed 
to the alleged Benjamin, the definite birth date, and subsequent 
history [of his line] for three generations, are pure fabrications. 
The series of Beckwith Notes issued by the Beckwith brothers of 
Elkhorn, Wisconsin, now deceased, were made in criticism of the 
errors in the Beckwith Genealogy ; but they are often far afield, 
as neither was ever in Connecticut, and they had to depend on 
second-hand data, variously gathered by unskilled hands, and 
some who had an abiding trust in Miss Caulkins’s reliability. 
They could, however, find no trace of this alleged son, Benjamin, 
and expressed unqualified doubt of his existence. Those familiar 
with the original records know he did not exist. 

The pretentious English pedigree that prefaces the book has 
the fingermarks of being built—somewhat awkwardly—from 
Burke’s Landed Gentry. Not the slightest proof is offered con- 
necting Matthew Beckwith with the Yorkshire Beckwiths. The 
alleged record of Matthew Beckwith, ‘‘born at Pontefract, York- 
shire, Sept. 22, 1610,’’ was investigated by Colonel Banks when 
in England, and no record exists that can be twisted into con- 
firmation. A birth record indicates ignorant fraud, as the 
records are ecclesiastical and hence baptismal. It is much more 
probable that Matthew Beckwith was of the Essex Beckwiths. 
When date after date attributed to the early Connecticut family 
are pure fabrications, such claim of English descent, unsup- 
ported, is sheer nonsense. 

The following is taken from the Beckwith Genealogy, that its 
absurdities may be shown, and the real facts later checked 
against it: 

Matthew Beckwith born in Pontefract, Yorkshire, England, about 1610. 
Emigrated to New England in 1635; resided a short time at Saybrook Point, 
1635; Branford, 1638; Hartford, among the first settlers in 1642; Lyme in 
1651; he purchased large tracts of land on the Niantic River, and was left 
an estate by Capt. Lyrado..... At his death he had a wife Elizabeth. 


Children: Matthew, John, Joseph, Nathaniel, Benjamin, a daughter who 
married Benjamin Grant, a daughter who married Robert Gerrard. 


A page or so following it is discovered that Matthew Beckwith 
was born at Pontefract, 22 Sept. 1610. 

There is not the slightest record at Saybrook or elsewhere, that 
Matthew Beckwith was ever there. As to his being in Branford 
in 1638, the absurdity of the claim is apparent, as this was six 
years before any white settlement was attempted there. He was 
certainly at Hartford in 1642, and several years before, as the 
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court records of 1 Aug. 1639—the first record of him found— 
show that he and four others were fined for ‘‘immoderate and 
excessive drinking att the pinnace.’’ 

It might be explained here that ‘‘ardents’’ were prohibited 
in the Hartford jurisdiction, but that did not extend to the 
river trade with the craft off shore, and the convivially inclined 
evidently resorted to the safety zone. But the vigilant Dogberrys 
caught them [as in more recent Prohibition days] as they came 
to land, and the presiding justice saw that they augmented the 
exchequer. De Vries in his voyages complains of this state of 
affairs, how the authorities lay in wait for their victims. It 
appears that Miss Caulkins erroneously assumed from the affair 
‘‘att the pinnace’’ that Matthew Beckwith was a mariner. 

He was a landowner at Hartford in 1640, and had continuous 
existence there until 1651, when he sold his real estate—some 
nine or ten parcels—and removed to New London, settling in 
East Lyme, right on the New London boundary. Miss Caulkins 
says his land extended over the line, and that his house was in 
New London limits. His own deposition of 5 Mar. 1671/2 dis- 
tinctly states his house to be within Lyme bounds, and that he 
always paid his rates in Lyme. He dwelt in Lyme continuously 
from his coming until his death. It may be noted that Savage 
places him at Hartford in 1658, when he was made a freeman, 
and at Branford in 1668. Of course the Hartford Court made 
him a freeman, but he was of Lyme. It was Matthew? Beckwith 
who sojourned in Branford between 1667 and 1670, who is con- 
fused as the father. Doubtless this statement inspired the guess 
in the Beckwith Genealogy that Matthew! was at Branford in 
1638, just shaving off thirty years from Savage’s statement. 

Now note the list of children and their dates of birth as given 
in the Beckwith Genealogy. The order of birth follows Miss 
Caulkins, but she did not give ages or birth dates. This did 
not deter the compiler of data for the Beckwith book, which 
states the second generation as follows: 


‘ 


Matthew, born possibly at Saybrook Point in 1637. 

John, born at Lyme, Conn., in 1669. [This date an evident error, 
intending 1639, as he is treated as second child. | 

Joseph, born Lyme, Conn., 1640. 

Nathaniel, born in New London, Conn., in June 1642. 

Benjamin, born in New London, Conn., March 8, 1643. 

A daughter who married Benjamin Grant. 

A daughter who married Robert Gerrard. 


These alleged birth dates are rank speculation, and the definite 
date given to a son Benjamin is a pure fabrication; its absurdity 
is manifest, as the date was three years before New London set- 
tlement began. Also, according to the book itself, Matthew Beck- 
with was living elsewhere during this period. Here are five sons 
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born within a limit of six years, and the daughters entirely 
ignored in the estimate. 

Matthew Beckwith was a man of limited education, as he signed 
with his mark. The only basis for estimating his age is in the 
account of his accidental death given in Mr. Simon Bradstreet’s 
Journal, printed in the New England Hist. and Gen. Regisler 
[9:50] : 

1680. Octob. 21. Matthew Becket Senr. aged about 70, missing his way 
in a very dark night, fell from a Ledge of rocks about 20 or 30 foot high, 
and beat out his braines against a stone he fell vpon. Another man yt was 
wth him was wthin a yard of ye place, but by gods Provide came not to such 
an end. 


Miss Caulkins gives the date as on ‘‘Dee. 13, 1681,’’ but Sav- 
age quotes the above date to confound her error. However, Miss 
Caulkins seems nearly correct, although her exact date has not 
been found on record. There is certainly an error in the date 
as it appears in the printed copy of Bradstreet. The land records 
show that Matthew Beckwith, Sr., deeded land to his son 
Matthew on 8 Jan. 1680/1, and acknowledged this deed on 6 
June 1681. Also, the New London County Court records show 
that a suit was brought by Matthew Beckwith against John Rob- 
bins on 20 Sept. 1681. |The entry is clearly misdated in Brad- 
street, and 1681 may be correct, though from the following 
records the spring of 1682 would seem more likely. | 

His inventory was filed with the County Court on 6 June 
1682, and the report of the Jury of Inquest appears as a matter 
of record on 8 June 1682. In these records the widow appears as 
Mary Beckwith. As he was ‘‘about 70,’’ his date of birth can 
be set at ‘‘about’’ 1612. At the session of the County Court 
on 3 June 1673, ‘‘Matthew Beckwith was freed from training.’’ 
The term of military service was from eighteen to sixty, so if 
born in 1610, he would have been eligible for his freedom by 
1670, three years earlier. 

In 1657 Winthrop’s Medical Journal shows that he treated at 
Pequot |New London], Matthew Beckwith, his wife, and [his 
children], Matt., aged 12, Eliz., aged 10, Sarah, aged 7%, and 
Joseph, aged 4; also Mary Beckwith, aged 14, at G. Barnard’s.* 
Mary, the eldest, was apparently apprenticed to or living in the 
family of Bartholomew Barnard of Hartford. 

In the Court records at Hartford, in the suit brought by 
Rebecca Smith against her derelict husband, Lieut. Samuel 
Smith, formerly of New London, there were the depositions of 
several neighbors, all dated 22 May 1665. Those deposing were: 
Mary Beckwith, aged about 40; Matthew Beckwith, aged about 
19; Elizabeth Beckwith, aged about 17; and Benjamin Grant,

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aged 23. The above records offer indisputable basis for fixing 
the ages of the Beckwith children and their approximate dates 
of birth, and show the nonsense of the Beckwith Genealogy, 
quoted above. It was already known that Matthew” had a grave- 
stone record in Lyme, ‘‘Died June 4, 1727, in his 84th year,’’ 
which conforms closely enough to the other records. Benjamin 
Grant was born in Watertown, Mass., 6 Sept. 1641, which con- 
firms his deposition age exactly. 

Mary Beckwith if aged about 40 in 1665 was born about 1625; 
but we cannot think the lady overestimated her age, so perhaps 
she was born a little earlier. However, her youngest child, John, 
was born about 1665 (he died 5 Dee. 1757, aged 92, Hempstead’s 
Diary, p. 696), so his mother was probably not born before 1620. 

In a deposition dated 5 Mar. 1671/2, relating to the Lyme-New 
London boundary line, Matthew Beckwith testifies that ‘‘about 
eight years ago he went unto Mr. Bruen, then commissioner for 
New London, desireing him to marry his daughter & that he 
would please come unto his house, but the sayed Mr. Bruen 
sayd he would not come unto the west side of the sayd Bound 
marke, it being out of their Bounds but if he would come to the 
east side of the sayd Bound marke he would do it for him, which 
accordingly he did.’’ This deposition clearly places his house 
within the Lyme bounds, and indicates that he had a daughter 
married about 1663 or 1664,—doubtless the marriage of his 
daughter Mary to Benjamin Grant. 

The children, as gathered from various records, none of them 
having a definite birth record, were: 


1, Mary’, b. about 1643; aged 14 in 1657; m. (1) about 1664, Brn- 
JAMIN GRANT, by whom she had a son Benjamin; left a widow, 
she m. (2) at Watertown, Mass., 10 May 1671, SAMUEL DANIELS, 
by whom she had three sons, Robert, Samuel and Joseph. That 
her first husband was a mariner and lost at sea, is purely con- 
jectural; no evidence to that effect is found. 

2. MarrHew, b. about 1645, d. at Lyme, 4 June 1727 in 84th year; 
aged 12 in 1657; deposed 1665 aged 19; m. (1) about 1666, 
ELIZABETH , by whom he had Matthew, John, James, 
Jonah, Prudence, Elizabeth, Ruth and Sarah; m. (2) about 1691, 
ELIZABETH GRISWOLD, widow of Peter Pratt, and former divorced 
wife of John Rogers, by whom he had one daughter, Griswold; 
m. (3) Sarah , 

3. ELIZABETH, b. about 1647; aged 10 in 1657; deposed 1665 aged 17; 
m. (1) in 1665, RoBerT GERRARD, a sea captain, by whom she 
had a daughter Elizabeth (who m. John Bailey, Jr., of Had- 
dam); m. (2) about 1677, JouHn Bates of Haddam, by whom 
she had John, Solomon, Sarah, Jonathan, and Martha. 

4. Saran, b. about 1650; aged 7% in 1657; bapt. at New London as 
an adult, 14 May 1671; probably m. JosHua GRANT, b. at Water- 
town, Mass., 11 June 1637, killed at Arrowsic, Maine, 14 Aug. 
1676; one child, Joshua. [See Gen. Dict. of Maine, p. 281.] 

JOSEPH, b. about 1653; aged 4 in 1657; m. about 1676, SUSANNA 
TALLMAN, dau. of Peter’ Tallman of Newport, R. I. They had 
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two children, Sarah, b. 1677, and Joseph, b. 1679. He was an 
innkeeper, and d. at Lyme in the first half of 1707. His widow 
m. (2) in 1711, as second wife, George? Way of Lyme. 

6. NATHANIEL, b. [say 1656]; m. about 1678, and had a son Nathaniel 
b. 28 May 1679, as recorded at Lyme. By his will, dated 25 Dec. 
1725, he had other children, John, Joseph, Mary, Elizabeth, 
Susanna, and Martha. He mentions wife MARTHA in his will, 
but she may have been a second wife and mother of but some 
of his children. 

JOHN, b. about 1665; m. about 1688, PRUDENCE? MANWARING, dau. 
of Oliver’ Manwaring of New London. Their children were 
Jonathan, Oliver, Richard, John, Joseph, Benjamin, Bathsheba, 
Prudence, Hannah, and Mary. He d. 5 Dee. 1757 ae. 92; his 
wife d. 17 Nov. 1740 [Hempstead’s Diary].

It may be noted that the unwarranted ages guessed at in the 
Beckwith Genealogy sends each of the sons well along in life 
before he married, beyond probability; Matthew at 29, Joseph 
at 36, Nathaniel at 36, and John at 49. It is an odd fact that 
the Beckwith Notes, largely in criticism of this genealogy, should 
accept these fictitious ages, and build up the family thereon, and 
so distort the whole line thereafter. To wit, they split John? 
into two, father and son, to meet what they conceive to be the 


requirements.

Edward Hol- 
man shown in Heitman’s Continental Army Register. He died 
before Aug. 1814.

ERRATA 


LOOMIS. The unauthorized resetting of a line after the page 
proof was read and approved ruined a sentence in the long 
paragraph on page 221 of this volume, because the reset line 
was inserted in the wrong place and a correct line was removed. 
The sentence beginning in the 26th line should read: ‘‘No chil- 
dren have ever been proved for this marriage, but there can be 
no doubt they were parents of Ruth Loomis, born say 1704-5, 
who married 1 Feb. 1726 Peter Mills.’’ The line for which an 
erroneous substitution was made is here set in italics and it is 
suggested that those interested cross out the substituted line and 
write the correct line in the margin. 

GOULD. It appears that an unfortunate error was made 
(page 210 of this volume) regarding the will of a supposed 
Daniel Gould of Middlefield, Conn., 1756, which named brother 
Ebenezer and sister Elizabeth. The will is actually that of a 
David Gould. Inscriptions on gravestones in Middlefield show 
that David Gould died March [?] 1756, aged 57, and that ‘‘Mrs.’’ 
Elizabeth Gould died 21 Nov. 1778, in her 82nd year. The will 
of Benjamin Gould of Guilford (24 Mar. 1715/16) mentions 
eleven children, including David, Ebenezer, and Elizabeth. The 
Middlefield testator was therefore David, of the previous genera- 
tion, brother instead of son of the Rev. Ebenezer Gould who mar- 
ried Amy Brewster. I am indebted to Mrs. E. B. Kresge of 
Royal Oak, Michigan, for calling attention to the mistake and 
for the two Gould inscriptions. —D. L. J.

We have included herein Olde Ulster (10 
vols., 1905-1914) ; Cape May County New Jersey Magazine of 
History and Genealogy (vol. 1, nos. 5-8, and vol. 2, nos. 1-5, 1935- 
1943), the first four numbers of which were included in our Index 
(1932-1934) ; Year Book, Church of the Advent, Cape May (nos. 
1-6, 1927-1932), which contains some valuable records of that 
locality ; and The Niagara Frontier Genealogical Magazine (vol. 
1 to vol. 5, no. 2, May 1941 to Jan. 1945), and call attention to 
the last named, a recent venture in the genealogical field. Two 
more periodicals became war casualties this past year.
